The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art taught or suggested a method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display 
comprising: combining a first substrate with a second substrate that is provided with 
liquid crystal drive electrodes composed of reflection electrodes and transmission 
electrodes, so that the columnar spacers and reflection electrodes are disposed 
opposite each other as in claim 12; locating a first substrate and a second substrate 
provided with a reflection section and a transmission section to be disposed opposite 
each other, so that the columnar spacers come in contact with the reflection section as . 
in claims 15 and 16; providing a columnar spacer such that one end is in direct contact 
with the transparent electrode and the other end is in direct contact with an interlayer 
insulating layer as in claim 17.
